Kerr,the member from the Third district of
J.ll:dlrtt:’n. bat . Mr. Biaine will of course be
elected,

The Hon. James G, Blaine was born inWash«
inglon eoun&t‘a.m 1840, and graduated at
Washington Oollege in 1847, He adopted the
profession of journalism, which also was for-
merly the profession of his predeoessor, Hon,
Hehuyler Ifax, and haviog removed to
Maine, assumed editorial charge of the Koens=
nébeec Journal, n weekly newspaper published
at Augusla, the caplial of Lthe Blate, Subse-
quentiy he conducted for several years Lhe
Advertuer, a daly paper published in Portland,
He served four years In the Leglslature of
Malue, LWO years as Brmker of Lbhe House of
Representatives. In 1862 he was elected to
Congress, and was returned in 1884, again in
1866, and yet ngnin In 1863. In the Thiriy-
elghth Oongress he was s member of the Cowm-
mitleeon lg)sl OfMees and Post Rmtdu} in the
Thirty-ninth he was a member of toe Commit-
tee on Milllary Affairs, and also a member of
the Bpecial Commitlee on the Death of Presis
dent Lincoln, spd was chalrman of the Com
mittee on War Debla of Loyal States; In the
Fortieth Congress ue has sérved on tue Com-
mitteas on Appropriations and Rules, Hls
services In the Malne Leglsiature as Speaker
of the lower house, and his experlence in COon-
gress as the frequent chalrman of the Uom-
mittee of the Whole, wlill gunlify him for a
creditable discharge of the datles with which
Lie 15 to be entrusted.

‘Ihe Clerkship,

The Hon. Edward McPnerson was renomli.
pated for the Clerksnlp of the House, having
recelved 83 voles, while his Lwo compelilors
recelved but 48 together. Mr. MoPherson was
born at Gettysburg, Adams county, in this
Bisle, July 31, 1880; graduated althe Penneyl:
vapla College 1n 1848; becsine & jouroalist, and
edited a Harrisburg paper for some years, and
gubsequently one at Gettysburg; then turned
bis attention to farmiog, and 1o 18385 was
elected s Representative in Congress, and
re-elected In 1860, In 1863 he was appoiated by

President Lineoln Deputy Commissioner of
Internal Revenue, but resigned that ition
on belpg clected Clerk of Lbe House of Repre

gentatives the snme year. He was ro-elected to
the same position in 1865, and again in 1867,
He i the compiler of a valuablie politiosl
manual, and since the death of Thaddeus Hte-
vens hss been at wWork upon a life of Lhat
slatesman,

WasHINaToN, March 1 —At 10 o'olook and
five minntes Bpeaker Colfax arose, and stated
thal afler the delivery of his farewell address
be wonld ask the Hon. James F. Wlilson, of
lowa, to ael us Bperker profem. He then pro-
ceoded Lo read hle farewell address,

Bpeaker Colfax's Farewell Addrens,
Despaich to the Associated Press.

The following is the text of the Bpealker's
farewell mddress, delivered to the House Lhis
morniug:—

Gentlemen:—The opontn, of the legislative
day st the ciote of which 1 must enter apon
anuther uPhere of duly, requlies me to tender
to you Lbis resignation of (he office which, by
your kindness and confidence, I have held: to
take effect on the election of a Bpeuker for the
brief remainder of thia session,

The parting word amongst friends about to
Eeparale Is sIWays R regretfal one, but the fare-
well whieh lakes me trom this hall, ln whioh
£0 MADY years have been spent, exolles in me
emotions which It would be useless to attempt
to conceal,

The tourteen y¢ars durlog whioh I have besn
ns:ociated with the representatives of the peo-
ple here bave been full of eventful leglsiation,
of exciting lssues, and of grave aecislons,
vilally affcoting the entire republie. All these,
with the nocomganylnz scenes, whioh so often
reproduoced in Lhis areua of debate the warmtin
of feelipg of our antegonizing constituencles,
have passed into the domein of history: and I
but refer 1o them to express the joy, whioh appa-
rently is shared by the mass o:r our country-
men, 1hat the storm-elond of war, whioch so
long darkened our natienal horigon, st last
pvsed away, leaving our imperilied Unlon
saved, and Lthat, by Lhe deoiee of Lhe people,
mwore powerfal 1han Presldents, or Congresses,
or arioles, Liberty was proclaimea throaghouat
the land to all the Inhabltants thereof,

But I eannot leave you wiltbout one word of
rejololng over the present position of our re-
publio amongst the nations of the earth, With
our military power and almost ilimitavle
reFources, exemplitied by the war that en-
veloped l.ham; with our rapldly augmenting
population, and the welocome At onr gates to
the oppressed of all other climes; with our vast
and inereaslngsgricnltural, mechanical, mana-
jacturing, and mineral eapacities; with onr
irenisge on the Lwo great oceans of the ‘;lube
and our almost completed Paclfic Rallroad
unitivg these opposite shores, and becoming
the bighway of nations, the Unlted States com-
mands 'hat respect aAmong the powers of the
world which ensures Lhe malotenance of all its
national rights, apd the security ofall its oltl-
zepns from oppression or injustice abroad.

Nor 18 this all. The trinmphal progress of
free Institutions here has bad its potential in-
fluence beyond the sen, The right of the people
1o govern, based on the sacred principle of our
Hevolutlon, that all governments derive thelr
Jjust powers from the consent of the governed,
18 everywhere advanoing, not with slow and
mensured steps, but witha rapldity that, within
a few years, nas been go slgually 1llustrated in
Great Britain, Bpain, Italy, Prossia, Haogary,
and other lands, May we not all hope that, by
the moral but powes ful foree of our a:nmﬂ,‘.
fetiers may everywhere be broken, and that
#ome of us may live to sze that, happy era when
slavery and 1yrarny sball no more be known
throughout the world, from the rivers to the
ends ol Lhe earth ?

i capnot elaim that, In the share I have had
in the dellberations and the leglslation of Luls
House as & member and an officer, [ have
always done that which was wisest and best in
word and in sot, for none of us are inflible,
But that 1 have slilven to perform falthfaily
every duty, apd that, devoled, isall know, to
principles that I have deemed correct, Lae honor
and glory of our country have always oeen
puramount, and above all party ties, I can con-
scientionsly asseri; and that I have sought o
mitigate the asperliies which the oollision of
oppoeing parties so ollen evoke, musl ba left to
my fellow-members Lo verily,

In the responsible duties of the last six years,
I have endeavored to sdminister the rules you
have ensoted for ronr guildance, both in latter
and in spirit, with an impartiality anoinfla-
enoed by politieal sssoclations and antagonlms,
And 1 may be pardoned for the expression of
gratifloation that, while no decision has been
roversed, there hss been no appeal, sometimes
taken as Lhey are by a mlnorllr As & protest
agalost the power under the roles of & majo-
rity, which has ever been deolded by a striotly
panr vote. If,In the qulckness with whicnh &
preelding officer here ia often compelied to
1ule, hour after hour. on parliamentary points,
#od o the performance of his duly to protect
all members in dheir rights, to advance Lhe
progress of publle business, and to preserve
order, any word has fallen from my lips tbab
has justly wonnded any one, I deslre to with-
draw il unreserved!y,

1 leave thishall with no feellng of unkind-
pess 10 any member with whom have been
arpooialed in all the years of the past, havin
earnestly trled to practice that lesson of life
which commands us to write our enmities on
